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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skili in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
Applicants' Admitted Prior Art (AAPA) in view of Berthiaume US Patent No. 5,846,259. 

In the background section of the written description, the applicants admit that the 
use of telescoping catheter, as claimed, is known in the prior art with the exception of 
telescoping catheter comprising a third (additional) sheath. They further teach that their 
invention is directed to an improved telescoping catheter, which includes a third sheath 
in addition to the prior art telescoping catheters. Berthiaume discloses a telescoping 
catheter for insertion of body lumen, such as a blood vessel, the catheter comprising a 
guidewire and catheter shaft, which includes a first, second and third telescoping 
sheaths as presently claimed. 

Therefore, at the time of the applicants' invention, it would have been obvious to 
one skilled in the art to incorporate additional/third sheath into the catheter shaft of the 
prior art in order to provide support and protection for the guidewire if the telescoping 
catheter needs to be further extended as presently claimed.
